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Stealth Candidates - Who they are. What 
they want/ and Why they're dangerous 

Stealth candidates are among the most alarming and more 
dangerous elements of the Extreme Right's political 
arsenal. They are candidates affiliated with Pat Robertson's 
fundementalist group “Christian Coalition” and whose 
purpose is to help carry forward their extremist agenda. 

They are called stealth candidates because they do not reveal their affiliation, 
they often campaign almost exclusively within affiliated churches, and they 
often present themselves as something other than a religiously-motivated 
activist, such as an anti-tax advocate. 

Another factor has helped lead to their success: they target seats such as 
school boards, local and state party committee seats, and city councils. The 
general public is often not too concerned with these elections, and there is 
little competition. Yet, through these offices the Christian Coalition is gaining 
influence, and from these positions they can move to more influential ones. 

With most of the issues right-wing extremists are concerned with fading away, 
the lesbigay community is being targeted more intensely than ever before. 
Additionally, the Christian Coalition has specifically targeted Pennsylvania as a 
state they wish to control. They have scheduled more workshops and confer¬ 
ences in this state than in any other in the union. The battle is just beginning 
in PA, and we expect it to heat up further over the coming years. 

The goals of the right seem to be becoming more extreme as well. In addition 
to trying to prevent civil rights protection for lesbigay people from being put 
in effect, there also appears to be a movement within the Christian Coalition 
to outlaw homosexuality and make it punishable by death, as they claim it 
was in the Bible. 

Stealth candidates are dangerous both because of their extremist agenda and 
because of their devious tactics. In this guide, we have been able to uncover 
some stealth candidates, but we know they are only a small fraction of those 
that are running. We have marked them with the skull and cross bones 
because they are a danger to society of which we must be aware. 
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The Importance of Voting in this Election 


Those who hold elective office have the power to affect your life through 
legislation. They can pass laws which can help protect you from discrimination 
and bashing or they can encourage such behavior. They can see to it that proper 
health care for HIV+ people and women with breast cancer is provided, or they 
can make it more difficult to get care and services- They can pass laws which can 
oppress or protect. What’s more, they will definitely be making these types of 
decisions at least once a year, probably several times a year, for up to six years 
after this election. As such, thev have considerable potential to affect your life. 

The municipal (such as city council, mayor, township supervisors, etc.) races 
probably have the most obvious impact on our lives as lesbigay people. They 
have the ability to prohibit discrimination, fund AIDS and other health pro¬ 
grams, set policy on bias crimes and so on. They also have the ability to fail to 
do this, or to make things more difficult for lesbigay people, particularly if they 
are affiliated with the Christian Coalition or one of its splinter groups. 

The school directors have the opportunity to make life easier on our lesbigay 
youth by providing suppotive counseling and programs for youth who are 
exploring their sexual identity, whatever it may be. Thay can also play a crucial 
role in AIDS prevention. And they can help set standards whereby future 
generations may not be subject to as much prejudice as our current adult 
generations are. 

Using this Guide 

The purpose of this voter’s guide is to let lesbigay and supportive voters know 
as accurately as possible candidates’ positions on issues important to lesbigay 
people. It is not a slate, and nothing in this guide constitutes an endorsement. 
The ratings and the written summaries of each candidate are intended to be 
used together; one does not replace the other. 

The Guide is designed to be used either by itself, or in conjunction with 
information on other issues important to you. It shows the strength and 
weaknesses of the various candidates across the spectrum of lesbigay issues. 
Sometimes, candidates overall may be equal, but may differ on their strengths 
within the range of lesbigay issues. 

Candidates for which we had too little information in every category to rate 
have no entry in a rating table. 

Besides providing general information about candidates running for various 
offices, this guide can also be used to help determine districts where potential 
candidates supportive of lesbigay civil liberties need to be found and encouraged 
to run. Indeed, we encourage this.

Sources of Information 

The League of Gay and Lesbian Voters obtains information for this guide from 
various sources: a questionnaire sent to each candidate; voting records; mass 
media such as Out!, the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette, the Pittsburgh Press, the 
Altoona Mirror, the Erie Times, newswire services, other organizations such as 
the Learning Freedom Network and People for the American Way, and other 
miscellaneous sources. Although we do everything we can to assure the accuracy 
of all information in the Guide, because of the complex nature of data collec¬ 
tion, we cannot assume responsibility for inaccuracies in the information pre¬ 
sented in the guide, if any exist. 

Subjects Covered 

We have covered certain areas of general concern for lesbigay people. In 
Municpal races, we have looked at the areas of equality, couples, violence, and 
funding. In school director races, we looked at issues of equality, support, and 
education. 

Equality: Under the area of equality comes topics concerning discrimination 
and the extension of protection from discrimination. This includes questions like 
whether they would hire a qualified, openly lesbigay person or support anti- 
discrimination legislation. 

Violence:This area covers whether the candidate is willing to address the 
problem of hate crimes against lesbigay people. Basically, it’s about lesbigay 
bashing. 

Couples: Under this subject, we address issues such as benefits for same-sex 
couples and recognition of same-sex couples. This is done primarily with the aim 
of trying to attain the ability to care for our partners as well as our married 
heterosexual counterparts can. 

Funding: We ask if the municiality will fund health and welfare organizations 
which happen to serve a predominantly lesbigay population. Whether 
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municpalities are doing any funding of this sort at all depends upon the munici¬ 
pality. 

Support: This topic deals with making sure counselors are trained to deal with 
lesigay youth issues and providing a supportive environment to the lesbigay 
youth. 

Education: This topic deals with seeing if AIDS education is taught adequately 
in schools, if homosexuality and tolerance is addressed in the health curriculum, 
and so forth. 

Questionnaire 

The questionnaire sent to each candidate covers a range of issues. Different 
types of questionnaires are sent depending upon the race. The following is a 
composite of the municpal questionnaires set. Following that is the School 
Directors questionnaire. 

1. Would you be willing to meet with us a) before the election? b) after the elec¬ 
tion? 

2. Would you appoint a qualified openly lesbian or gay person to your staff? 

3. Would you approve the appointment of a qualified openly lesbian or gay person 
to a governmental position? 

4 Would you issue an executive order banning discriminationon the basis of sexual 
orientation in the hiring and promotion of municipal employees? 

5. a) Would you support or introduce legislation banning discrimination in housing, 
employment or public accommodations on the basis of sexual orientation? [or 
support and defend Pittsburgh's?] 

b) Would you work actively to secure the passage of such legislation? 

c) How would you do this? 

6. Would you pass a law requiring the mayor to collect hate crime statistics, includ¬ 
ing hate crimes motivated by the victim’s sexual orientation? 

7. Would you pass a law establishing a bias crimes unit in the police department? 

8. Would you fund an organization which provided health and/or social services to 
a largely or predominately lesbian or gay clientel? 

9. Would you support a law to extend health and welfare benefits to same-sex 
couples where at least one member of the couple is employed by the municpality? 

10. Would you support a law allowing same-sex couples to register their relation¬ 
ship? 

11. What message would you like to send to lesbian and gay voters in your commu¬ 
nity? 

School Directors 

1. Would you support lesbian and gay students’ request for a gay students’ club? 

2. Would you support educating counselors in dealing with lesbian and gay youth 
issues? 

3. Would you support sensitivity training on lesbian and gay youth issues for 
teachers? 

4. Do you support Outcome-Based Education? 

a) if yes, do you support including tolerance of people regardless of sexual orienta¬ 
tion as an outcome? 
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b) if no, would you support including this topic in the curricula in some way, and 
how would you do it? 

5. Would you support the inclusion of homosexuality in the sex education curricula, 
and how would you approach this subject? 

6. Please explain your policy relating to AIDS education in the schools. 

7. Would you support outreach programs for students trying to deal with their 
sexual orientation, like the Project 10 program in the Los Angeles, California 
School District? 

8. Would you support a policy of not discriminating on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion in the hiring and promotion of school employees, including teachers?

Legislators take 
what their constituents say seriously, so the network performs a vital lobbying 
function. 
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•Candidate Forums - Candidates are invited to address our community, and to 
field questions and comments. 

•Voter Registraion - Registering Voters within our community 

• Information Systems Project - The League has thousands of pieces of informa¬ 
tion at its disposal, and is constantly looking for more. The Information Systems 
Project's purpose is to collect useful information, and, through the use of a 
computerized relational database, make it accessible for a wide variety of pur¬ 
poses. 

•Social Events - Besides our more serious work, we also sponsor some social 
events, such as a Gay Day at the Ball Gayme, where we take in a Pirates game 
and see our name put on the scoreboard; or Roller Skating.
